A New Digester.

As the digester is supplied through the man- 
hole L with the material to be treated, the 
cooking liquor is introduced through the pipe 

_ H into the upper end of the digester by means 


of a pump, E,in pipe F. The digester is only 
partly filled, having an air space or dome, D, 
for floating foreign substances (shown above 
the broken line C). After the digester has 
been filled to the proper height, which is to 
about the relative height shown by the broken 
line C, it is tightly closed and steam at a low 
pressure is introduced through the pipes J in 
the bottom until the mass is heated to about 
the boiling point. The space D affords ample 
room for the water of condensation. Any ex- 
cess of pressure in the space D is immediately 
communicated through the tubes R to the aux- 
iliary reservoir; but the check-valves in the 
tubes R prevent the communication through 
the tubes of any excess of pressure in the 
auxiliary reservoir to the digester. 

When the liquor has been heated to about 
the boiling point, a portion is pumped from 
the bottom of the digester through the 
pipes F and G by means of a pump, E, into 
the auxiliary reservoir, the valves ¢ being 
closed. The pumping may continue until the 
reservoir is filled, and the valves in the tubes 
R closing, the pressure is raised to a certain 
point necessary to open the spring or weight 
controlled valve Q’, when the liquor will be 
forced down the pipe Q and into the digester 
through the central part of its bottom, at Q’, 
with a force equal to about the difference be- 
tween the internal pressure of the digester 
and the resisting pressure of the valve 0’, 
which may be adjusted as desired by regulat- 
ing the tension of the spring, and provided 
the pump is continuously operated with suffi- 
cient force to overcome the resistance of the 
spring or weight W, the pipe a being provided 
with a closed valve, a. When desired the 
pump may be stopped after the auxiliary res- 
ervoir is filled, the valve Q' being removed or 
held open, and the contents of the reservoir 
allowed to flow by force of gravity back into 
the digester through the pipes Q and Q’, as 
before described, after which the pump is again 
operated to refill the auxiliary reservoir, the 
contents of which are again allowed to flow 
by gravity back into the digester, and the op- 
eration continued until the material is thor- 
oughly and evenly cooked or digested. 


When the pump is operated to fill the digest- 
ing reservoir, the two-way valve is turned to 
connect the pipe H with the pipe F. In fill- 
ing the auxiliary reservoir the valve is turned 
to close the pipe H and open the pipe F to 
that reservoir. 

The contents of the auxiliary reservoir can 
be forced into the digester in various other 
ways, as by opening the valves Q’ and ¢, clos- 
ing the valves », 4 and ¢ and operating the 
pump E to draw out the contents through the 
pipes Q, a and F and force it through the 


This apparatus is a combi- 
nation of a digester with an auxiliary reser- 
voir intended to effect a constant circulation 
of liquor through the stack in the digesting

which the material to be converted into paper 








pipes d, Q* and Q”, or by admitting live steam 
of greater pressure than the internal pressure 
of the digester into the top of the auxiliary 
reservoir, as through a pipe, g (shown by dot- 
ted lines), the valves Q' and 4 being left open 
and the valve ¢ or s being closed. 

When desired the liquor can be drawn by 
the pumps through the pipes G F and forced 
directly back through the pipes F, a, g, Q and 
Q’, the valves a2’ and 4 being open and the 
valves s, ¢, 2 and Q being closed, thus dis- 
pensing with the use of the auxiliary reser- 
voir. 

The contents of the auxiliary reservoir can 
be forced into the digester in other ways, as 
by the pump E, where the pipes F and Q are 
connected as by the pipes a and ¢d, having a 
closed valve, 4, and open valve, ¢, or by admit- 
ting live steam of greater pressure than the 
internal pressure of the digester into the top 
of the auxiliary reservoir, as through a 
pipe,g. The mouths of the pipes G, J, 
and Q° in the bottom of the digester are 
protected by suitable screens or per- 
forated diaphragms, M N, which may 
be of any desired size or form, 

Two pipes, Q and F, are shown 
leading from one reservoir to the other ; 
but there may be any desired number, 
the pipes Q leading from the lower 
part of the auxiliary resérvoir to the 
lower central part of the other reser- 
voir or digester, and the pipes F leading 
from the upper part of the auxiliary 
reservoir to the lower outer portions of 
the reservoir as through pipes G. 

The valve K’' in the pipe K serves to 
draw off the liquor from the digesting 
reservoir when the operation of cook- 
ing the material is completed. 

The connection of the various pipes 
and location of pumps and valves may 
be changed, as desired, to conduct the 
liquor from one reservoir to another, or 
from one part of the digesting reser- 
voir to another part, 

In this apparatus the currents in the 
liquor are not reversed, but are con- 
stantly maintained in an upward direc- 
tion through the inner central portion 
of the material and are given a down- 
ward direction through the outer or 
surrounding portions. The steam en- 
ters centrally through the bottom, as 
through the pipes J J, which first heats 
the central portion, and the heated 
liquor rises, the cooler liquor coming 
jn from the sides to take its place, thus 
producing the central upward and outer 
downward current in the direction shown by 
the arrows. By pumping the liquor for a 
brief interval from the bottom of the down- 
ward current it is secured free from the small, 
light fibres and in its coolest condition. As it 
is pumped out it is either forced up into the 
upper reservoir and caused to flow by gravity 
or otherwise back into the bottom of the di- 
gester through the pipe Q* between the steam- 
inlets J, or it is forced directly into the diges- 
ter through the various pipes, as before ex- 
plained. In either case it is reheated by the 
surrounding steam as it enters the digester 
and again sent up through the central portion 
of the material. As the only downward cur- 
rent produced is induced by the differ- 
ence in gravity of portions of the li- 
quor resulting from difference in tem- 
perature, the lighter fibres and foreign 
substances are left to float on the top, upon 
the surface of the liquor, and are not forced 
into but gradually out of the mass of the ma- 
terial being treated, the latter being left com- 
paratively clear and free from waste sub- 
stances. The space D not only provides room 
for floating the waste material, but affords 
ample space for the water of condensation of 
the incoming steam. 


Fireproofing Solution. 


For rendering fabrics, wood and other 
inflammable objects fireproof a writer in Za 
Nature recommends borotungstate of soda, a 
salt which he states has never hitherto been 
employed for the purpose. It is made by dis- 
solving boric acid in a hot solution of tungstate 
of soda. Objects impregnated with this solu- 
tion are rendered incombustible. The solution 
gives off no deleterious gas, while ammoniacal 


salts, phosphate of ammonia and salts of phos- 
phorus render the air irrespirable. 
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Extracts From a Millwright’s 
Diary.

July 26.—Why is it that paper manufac- 
turers will make all manner of expensive prepa- 
rations to guard against fire, and then main- 
tain some ludicrously simple concern which is 
liable to set the property on fire at any mo- 
ment ? 

During my first visit to a new concern, which 
started into business with the most flattering 
prospects, I much admired the convenient ar- 

| rangement of the machinery, the improved 
| quality thereof, and the ample fire protection 
offered by the automatic sprinklers, electric

fire-alarms, &c. To offset all this, close be- 
side a paper-slitting machine stood a little 
glue-pot with a lighted kerosene lamp burning 
under it. The lamp was encased in tin, and 
an opening in the front was or should have 
been protected by a bit of mica. There that 
fire-bug sat, right on the floor, and the shav- 
ings from the slitter curled over and around it 
until the lamp was scarcely visible. 

At this stage the operator would grasp a 
stick and poke among the paper shavings 
until he had disengaged them all from the 
legs of the machine, to the great risk of up- 
setting the lamp. Upon gathering up the 
shavings the glue-pot and its lamp were part- 
ners in another lively jig, as they were whirled 
‘round and ‘round over the floor by the en- 
circling paper shavings. This glue-pot is 
used for splicing the paper when it breaks 
on the slitter, and it is as unnecessary as it is 
dangerous. 

Three or four barrels of paste are always to 
be found in the building, and a paste-pot be- 
side that slitter would do the work just as 
well, and add nota bit to the fire risk. A 
few drops of oil of ¢love added to the paste-pot 
contents will keep the paste perfectly sweet 
until it is entirely used up. 

July 28.—Why is it, again, that more paper 
manufacturers will put men in responsible 
positions who are not fitted therefor and 
whose services are really a source of loss 
every day they work? Incompetent engineers 
come under this head, and “‘ carpenter mill- 
wrights" are included. Now and then a 
steam-engine gets smashed up by a machine- 
tender because he doesn’t know that half a 
dozen pailfuls of water can collect in 100 feet 
of cold steam-pipe on Sunday night, so this 
man opens the cylinder-cocks, turns on steam 
(or water), then closes the steam-valve again 


ona wrecked high-speed engine, and rufis his 
machine by water for the next four days. 

This man was a machine-tender. He 
understood his business, too, while at the 
same time he did not know the ‘‘ins and 
outs” of the ways of steam. The man 
was notto blame. The foreman must take 
blame this time for not having a competent 
engineer on duty. 

Another concern builds new mills and in- 
trusts some of the engineering of power to a 
man who had proved faithful to their interests 
for a long time ; who was a ‘“‘handy man” at 
repairs, and who made first-rate crates and 
packing-boxes. When the engineering job 
was completed ‘it was discovered that a 
splitting-saw and a matcher had been belted 
from the main line of shafting by a 4-inch 
belt, running 1,603 lineal feet per minute. 
Now, if 500 feet of belt one inch wide per 
minute be accepted to transmit one 
horse-power, then a 4-inch belt at 1,603 
feet per minute would transmit 12.8 + 
h.-p.; that is 1,603 x 4——500—=12.8+. , 

A swing-saw was connected in such 
a manner that 8 horse-power could be 
taken from the line-shaft, making a total 
“liability” of over 20 horse-power. 
Let nothing be said of power consumed 
in driving shafting, &c., but look to the 
power put into the line-shaft. It is 
driven by a 6-inch belt from a shaft run- 
ning 120 revolutions per minute, and 
from an 18-inch pulley. Here the belt 
velocity is 3,141 x 1% feet (—18 inches) 
x 120—565 +feet per minute. Figuring 

565 x6+500—6.76 horse-power avail- 
able to drive the main line, from which 
over 20 horse-power can be taken if de- 
sired. 

The pulleys on which the 6-inch driv- 
ing-belt rums are 18 and 12 inches in 
diameter. If they were increased to 48 
and 32 inches respectively, the belt re- 
placed by one 8 inches wide, then 24 
horse-power, at least, could have been 
realized in the main-line shaft if so de- 
sired. 

As now rigged the machines may 
run all right, but let the belts be called 
on for their full capacity, and they will 
fail to get it, much less to give it out. 

The man was not to blame ; he did 
the best he knew. The owners must 
‘‘stand the racket” when it comes. 
They should have procured a compe- 
tent man. 

July 30.—Refining-engines are pretty 
good things to have in a mill, but I don’t be- 
lieve in using a Jordan engine refining-engine- 
fashion. A Jordan engine should be run with 
the stack gated up, so as to fill the whole ma- 
chine. Running a Jordan without a gate is 
about as sensible as trying to beat an engine 
of stock when furnished about one or two 
inches above the bed-plate. 

There is lots of room in a Jordan, and a 
little thin stream of stock goes wandering 
around therein like a spoonful of hard beans 
in the mouth of a man with only twoteeth. If 
you have a Jordan, then use it as one should 
be used, and if you want a refining-engine, 
then purchase one made for that purpose. 

August 1.—I saw lately quite a handy fire- 
pump driving-rig. The pump was of the 
centrifugal variety, and was located about 
twelve feet from the pulley, from which it was 
driven by a 12-inch belt. The top fold 
was the slack part of the belt. A binding 
pulley was hung in a frame of sufficient weight 
(including the pulley) to strain the belt to its 
full working capacity. A rope attached to the 
binder frame ran through the floor up into 
the rag-engine room. By simply casting the 
rope! off “of a wooden peg, the binder was 
applied to the belt and the pump started. 
The driving pulley was boxed up so that the 
belt could not slip off sidewise. A row of 
-inch holes was bored about two inches from 
the face of the pulley, the holes being twelve 
inches apart and extending half way around 
the 48-inch driving pulley. The belt being 
raised from the drive pulley, little pine pegs 
were slipped into the holes on each side of the 
pulley, and the belt was laid back to rest 
against them. The pegs were just strong 
enough to comfortably hold the belt. When 
the binder was dropped, the pegs broke off 
and the belt came in contact with its pulley. 


A better and much more mechnateal way ro 
holding up this belt would be to bore larger 
holes, slot them out radially and then put on 
from the outside a set of springs, letting them 
project through the slotted holes far enough 
to engage and hold the belt. Common corset 
steels or round spring wire will make good 
springs. They must be made to stand out 
square with the pulley boxing, so that they 
may spring out when the belt is pulled over 
them, and so they may all spring inward when 
the binder is dropped. The peg business calls 
for time and material every time the pump is 
used, while the spring method uses no fresh 
material and but a minimum of time. 

August 3.—Carelessness in paper mills 
kills and destroys much more than hard work 
and wear. A millwright one day pulled up a 
water-wheel for the purpose of examining the 
step. A set of differential chain-falls held the 
water-wheel, but when the millwright got his 
head under the wheel the chain broke and the 
man was killed. Had the millwright made 
himself safe by putting a blocking under the 
wheel, he would have been alive to-day. In 
putting up a huge stack of calenders a man 
had a one-ton set of falls and a calender roll 
to raise which weighed 2,100 pounds. The 
falls, though overloaded, safely raised the roll 
from the ground. In spite of this the cautious 
man was not satisfied, for his better judgment 
told him that the falls were not safe for the 
excessive load. A lot of blocking was secured 
and the calender roll followed up by a solid 
cob-house of timber. Being the top

ing swung over the calender stands, the ha 
ing chain broke. The heavy roll fell about 
six inches and brought up on the’ blocking 
with a jar which shook the whole mill. 

What,would have been the consequences had 
this man trusted the chain-falls? Six men 
were around the roll swinging it into place 
when the break occurred. Ten-feet drop of 
this weight of metal surely would have de- 
molished the floor and perhaps carried men, 
calenders and all into the basement below. 
A few minutes spent in making things safe 
will almost always save hours or days of time, 
many dollars’ worth of machinery, and per- 
haps, better yet, invaluable human lives. 

This very day I passed through a mill 
where repairs were being made. Away up 
toward the roof of the building hung a 3-inch 
shaft, 12 or 14 feet long. The shaft had been 
detached from its hangers and laid partly upon 
the staging. One end of the shaft was held 
only by a greasy block, one end of the block 
lying on the staging-horse, its other end rest- 
ing on the greasy box in a hanger. Seem- 
ingly a slight jar would cause the block to 
slip off the hanger, letting that shaft fall to 
the floor below, where many men were con- 
stantly passing and repassing, It seems im- 
possible that such a death-trap should be set 
by aman who knew all too well the usual 
action of grease, wood and iron under such 
conditions, but after all it is no worse than 
the engineering which permits projecting set- 
screws in a hub where men had to squeeze by 
many times every day, or the folly of men 
who will continually crawl through a quick- 
running belt rather than go twenty feet 
around to insure safety. 

August 5.—Several times I have had trouble 
from the sagging of rotary bleaches. Indeed 
in one or two cases it has been deemed advis- 
able to put a support under the -middle of the 
bleach, or to get a new one, which is much 
better, and should always be done when weak- 
ness is suspected, There is a very good way 
of detecting any sag or other sign of weakness 
in a rotary bleach. \Itis this: Cover the shell 
with some inelastie non-conductor of heat. 
The common asbestus will do when applied in 
the form of mortar. This answers the pur- 
pose of keeping heat from radiating into the 
atmosphere, and also serves to detect the 
strains mentioned above, If the bleach cov- 
ering cracks at all, then something is the mat- 
ter with the iron shell beneath it, and immedi- 
ate inspection is in order.

Paper-trade circles just now are not 
prolific of news of much variety. What news 
there is is of a sameness, but the reports from 
all are interesting in that they show a good 
movement of business. The demand for 
printing grades of paper.is good, and paper 
dealers are as busy as they are at times in the 
winter season. The movement of paper from 
dealers’ hands for the past three months has 
been larger than during any summer season 
for many years past, 

Manufacturers, as a rule, are running full 
time, their product being moved just as fast 
as produced, 

Concerning the fall trade dealers and man- 
ufacturers seem fully agreed that there is a 
very promising outlook ahead as regards the 
consumption of paper, and it is among the 
probabilities that a little better price may be 
soon realized by paper makers. The matter 
of price, however, seems to be for the condi- 
tions and circumstances of the market to 
settle, as the more successful manufacturers 
are not inclined to view with favor any con- 
certed action having higher prices in view. 
When the demands of business force higher 
prices the advance in quotations will follow 
naturally. Until then manufacturers must 
be permitted to make paper and to sell it as 
best they may—each one for himself. 

The local conditions of the foreign rag and 
paper-stock trade are about as reported last 
week, A change in phraseology might be made, 
but the conclusions would show only the same 
facts. Foreign rags, it is claimed, are not 
accumulating here, and this week's advices 











from the other side show the same firmness 
previously noted, Jute stocks are weil up on 
best grades and on some medium grades, the 
low grades being not yet affected. 

The market for domestic rags is in very fair 
condition as regards demand. Prices are firm 
and without change; stocks on hand light and 
collections small, 

Bleaching powders are a little higher this 
week, quotations being 17%@1.92%c., and 
firm, with a very fair demand. Soda ash still 
stands at 14 @r.30c., the regular long-ruling 
quotations. Caustic soda is selling at 2.35 
@2%c. Soda crystals are quoted at .97% 
@ic. 

The receipts of paper-makers’ chemicals for 
the week to date include 1,188 casks of bleach- 
ing powders, 479 drums of caustic soda, 521 
casks of soda ash, 71 casks of refined alkali 
and 280 barrels of soda crystals, 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time show a total of 2,037 bales and coils, 
classed as follows: 751 bales of rags, 245 
bales and 120 coils manillas, 921 bales of mis- 
cellaneous grades of paper stock. 

Other receipts include 393 casks of china 
clay, 24 casks of Southern clay, 117 bags of 
hide cuttings, and 136 barrels of rosin. 

Among the out-of-town representatives of 
the trade reported in the city of late are: 
Moses Newton, of Holyoke, Mass.; Ed. Ames 
and Geo. K. Russell, of Bellows Falls, Vt.; 
Julius Appleton, of Holyoke, Mass.; J. E. 
French, of Three Rivers, Mich., and Mr. 
Northcote, of New York. 

Stone & Forsyth, paper dealers, of this city, 
No, 268 Devonshire street, have secured the 
New England agency for the ‘‘ Queen oyster 
sack,” manufactured by the Chicago Manilla 
Paper Works.

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 18, 1887. 

The recent Chicago failure, coming so 
quickly on the heels of a similar affair, has 
caused some nervousness among the manufac- 
turers, but the market does not seem to be vis- 
ibly affected by the trouble. It will cause these 
men to look a trifle closer to their credits for 
a time, and them matters will resume their 
usual condition till the next concern goes 
under, The mills are not as heavily involved 
as was first reported, and it is doubtful if the 
entire amount exceeds $50,000, It is expected 
that the W, O. Tyler Paper Company will pay 
about 40 per cent. on the claims against it. 

There is no perceptible change in business 
worth recording. The mills are all producing 
to their full capacity, and the output is well 
covered by orders. Prices are unchanged ex- 
cept on manillas, the recent advance being 


strictly adhered to. There is a good demand 
for nearly every grade of paper, and manufac- 
the

turers are borrowing no trouble as to 
future. 
quiet. Foreign rags are dull and are moving 
mainly in small lots, while domestics are sell- 
ing a trifle better. 

Congressman Whiting thinks that his com- 
pany’s loss by the Tyler failure will not exceed 
$10,000, Whenthe Tyler Company was organ- 
ized two years ago, Mr, Whiting put in $10,000, 
and when $50,000 more was asked for he put 
in $5,000 more, having satisfied himself that 
the Tylers were good business men. George 
R. Dickinson put in $10,000 and another man 
$2,500, making $27,500 subscribed by Holyoke 
men, When the Tyler Company lost $20,000 
through a failure, Mr, Whiting withdrew his 
money, and the Whiting Paper Company sent 
its paper to the Tylers on consignment. The 
heaviest local losers, aside from the Whiting 
Company, are the George R. Dickinson, 
Massasoit, Winona and Union paper com- 
panies. The creditors are not disposed to say 
much about the failure, but are waiting to see 
what the meeting of the creditors will bring 
out next Tuesday. William Whiting and 
Henry Dickinson represented the local credit- 
ors at yesterday’s meeting in your city. These 
failures will be likely to cause the manufac- 
turers to be more careful in their dealings with 
jobbers hereafter, especially those’ who are 
doing a large business on a small capital and 
selling close. 

According to the returns made by the assess- 
ors, the several paper companies contribute 
$66,649 toward the city taxes. The Parsons 
Paper Company leads off with $9,168, closely 
followed by the Whiting Company, $8,855 ; 
Holyoke, $4,940 ; Albion, $4,258, and Chemical, 
$3,631. These companies then follow : Crock- 
er, $1,232; Dickinson & Clark, $768 ; Beebe & 
Holbrook, $2,621 ; Franklin, $1,291 ; Hampden 
Glazed, $799 ; George R. Dickinson, $2,907 ; 


Excelsior, $924 ; Nonotuck, $3,012; Syms & 
Dudley, $3,470; Valley, $3,195; Winona, $2,- 
946; National Blank-Book, $966; Riverside, 
$2,415; Union, $2,415; Wauregan, $2,401 ; 
Whitmore, $340 ; Worthington, $238 ; Newton, 
$1,612. The Holyoke Water-Power Company 
pays the largest corporation tax, amounting to 
$21,232. 

The Whiting and Parsons paper companies 
have within a few days posted notices stating 
that hereafter their mills will shut down at 10 
o’clock Saturday nights and not start up until 
Monday morning at 7. As these are the most 
influential companies in the city, their example 
will probably have a good effect on the others, 

The Union Paper Company has nearly fin- 
ished the improvements recently begun in its 
mill, at an outlay of $35,000, A new boiler- 
house has been built to accommodate three 
80. horse-power Hennessey boilers, which fur- 
nish steam for a 200 horse-power engine. A 
new chimney 110 feet high has been added, 
and the mill is now in better condition than 
ever before. 

Moses Brigham, a former employee of the 
Beebe & Holbrook Paper Company, has sued 
the latter for $2,000 because of alleged injuries 
received in the mill last February, 

H, E. McElwain, secretary of the Nonotuck 
Paper Company, has just been elected president 
of the Common Council, a position which he 
fills well, 


The Holyoke Water-Power Company has 
filed the following certificate of its present con- 
dition: Fixed capital, $600,000 ; capital paid 
in, $600,900, Assets—Land and water power, 
$351,906 ; buildings, $740,000 ; cash and debts 
receivable, $267,967 ; patent rights, $18,000 ; 
total, $1,377,718. Liabilities—Capital stock, 
$600,000 ; debts, $37,841 ; profit and loss, $380,- 
876; reserve for depreciation, $350,000 ; total, 
$1,377,718. 

Irving B. Clark, foreman of the Whiting 
Paper Company’s stationery department, and 
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Carrie M. Bond, a popular teacher in the public 
schools, were recently married by Rev. Dr. EL 
A. Reed. Mr. and Mrs. Clark will reside at 
Easthampton. 

Valentine Rendger, employed by the Hamp- 
shire Paper Company, fell from the engine- 
room to the rocks near the bank of the river, a 
distance of thirty feet, recently, and received 
some very severe injuries, both internal and 
external. 

Daniel Stalker, an employee of the Syms & 
Dudley Paper Company, jumped from an en- 
gine which he was repairing, and stuck a ten- 
penny nail into his foot about three inches, 
making an ugly wound. He will be laid up 
several weeks. John Doherty, while en- 
gaged in moving a roll at the Valley Paper 
Mili, had his left hand badly crushed. 

Lucius Harlow has placed two of his patent 
calender feeders in the Carew Paper Mill, and 
has orders for others for a Providence mill.

Early Engineering Reminiscences. 





By Grorce Esco. SELLERS. 


On going to the shops the following 
morning I found Mr. Donkin in his office, but 
still far from well, yet he went with me through 
the shops. He took great pride in showing 
and explaining his great engine lathe for turn- 
ing the drying cylinders. It certainly, for 
solidity and fine workmanship, came nearer to 
the lathes of the present day than anything I 
had previously seen in England. It was calcu- 
lated to turn cylinders of four feet diameter, 
which at the time it was built was thought to 
be the largest that would be required, but on 
one occasion the heads had been raised to take 
in a still greater diameter, and a larger size 
lathe was then being constructed. 

I had seen in Manchester many efforts at 
tools to produce uniformity in various parts of 
cotton-spinning machinery, but nothing to com- 
pare with the tools Mr. Donkin had constructed 
to obtain that end in the heavier machinery for 
paper mills. His screw bolts were mostly 
lathe chased, the nuts tapped in the usual way 
by hand, but afterward screwed on mandrels 
and lathe-faced. Hexagonal nuts and heads of 
collar bolts were reduced to standard size and 
finished by milling with double cutters. As we 
were going through the shops a clerk handed 

r. Donkin a letter that had been brought in 
haste by a special messenger. He glanced 
over it, asked me to excuse him for a short 
time, calling on the room foreman to show me 
around during his absence. Then I noticed 
that, as at Manchester, the grindstone and lap- 
wheel were much used in finishing work, but 
the planing-machine then being introduced was 
destined soon to take their place. 

Mr. Donkin soon returned with the open 


letter in his hand, and said to me, “Here is a 
case in point, showing the value and importance 
of, as far as practicable, making all parts of 
machinery interchangeable. Mr, —— has met 
with a serious accident to his Fourdrinier ma- 
chine. The carelessness of an attendant allow- 
ing a tool to slip from his hand caused a break 
that before the machine could be stopped was 
carried forward, doing serious damage to other 
parts of the machine. A messenger was sent 
with a conveyance and the request that I lose no 
time in sending workmen with tools to make re- 
pairs. He has fortunately given in his letter 
a full detailed description of damage done, 
hoping that by so doing [ would, in a measure, 
be prepared, and that he would not be obliged 
to have his mill shut down for more than three 
or four days.” He then added that in the short 
time he had left me he had dispatched a com- 
petent workman with duplicates of all the 
broken parts, and that by midnight he had no 
doubt the machine would be in running order. 
He spoke of having for years made a study of 
the practicability of making all parts of his 
machines of uniform size and shape, and hav- 
ing the work systematically done to rule by 
templets and fixed gauges. The key-seats in 
light shafting were milled, but for heavy shaft- 
ing and gearing the cold chisel and file were 
still doing the work. 

At the noon hour, when the machinery 
stopped, I was taken into the store-room, in 
which were arranged all the various parts of 
the Fourdrinier machine, with the exception of 
the frames, press rolls and drying cylinders. 
It was from this room that the ready-made 
duplicates to replace the broken parts had been 
sent. 

I would here note that fifty-four years ago 
this was the first instance I had seen where 
making the component parts of machinery in- 
terchangeable had been reduced to an absolute 
system, that is now so universally practiced by 
all first-class machinists. 

From the store-room we returned to the 
office, and soon Mr. Ibotsen came in, and on 
being introduced it was evident that he had 
been prepared by letter for the business in 
hand. He was, not long in coming to Mr. 
Donkin’s views as to the importance of securing 
and controlling the right of our pulp-dresser ; 
but there was an obstacle in the way. A mill 
in Kent was running on the fine-tinted papers 
for the bristol-boards, then being extensively 
used by Dobbs and the firm of Delarue & Co. 
for their beautifully embossed boards or cards, 
which at that time were the fashion’s rage. 
These delicately tinted papers were entirely 
free from knots and imperfections, and Mr. 
Ibotsen had learned that the proprietor of the 
mill claimed to have invented and had in use a 
pulp-screen or presser greatly superior and less 
costly than his. If this was the case there 
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would be no use in securing further rights. He 
had been trying to learn the nature of the in- 
vention, but so far unsuccessfully ; but what 
little he had learned had inclined him to believe 
it was an infringement on his patent, working 
secretly to avoid payment for the right. Mr. 
Donkin concurred in this view. He had built 
the Fourdrinier and other machinery for the 
mill, and had recently sent workmen to make 
some changes in gearing, who had not been 
permitted to go into the machine-room. The 
owner of the mill was not remarkable for 
courtesy or refinement, and at other times was 
rather crusty, and still Mr. Donkin thought if I 
would be willing to go to the mill with a letter 
of introduction from Mr. Delarue, who was the 
principal consumer of his paper, stating that I 
was an American traveler curious to see the 
manufactories of the country, that I had seen 
their embossing presses at work (I had been in- 
troduced to both Dobbs and Delarue by W. H. 
Burgess, then the landscape painter to the king, 
and I had found them most courteous gentle- 
men, who had freely shown me their presses in 
operation), Mr. Donkin thought with such a 
letter I would be treated with civility and 
probably be shown through the mill. In that 
case a mere passing glance would be sufficient 
to tell whether the pulp-dresser was an infringe- 
ment on Ibotsen or not. If I would consent to 
go Mr. Donkin would procure the letter from 
Mr. Delarue ; there could be no harm in that, 
but I must consider the matter. I accompanied 
Mr. Ibotsen home, arriving there after dark. 
During the evening, as the mill was running 
day and night, he proposed going through it 
to see some of his improvements, Half-stock 
at that time was bleached by the direct action 
of chlorine gas in chambers or chests, in which 
Mr. Ibotsen had made some arrangements of 
the slat shelves on which the half-stock was 
placed to facilitate the handling, and to keep 
it so separated as to insure the equalization of 
the gas on all portions. By his arrangement 
he had shortened time required, saved gas and 
consequently expense. These chambers were 
arranged on both sides of a railway passage, 
and as we were walking through he told his 
manager to open the chamber that the gas had 
longest been cut off from, to show the condi- 
tion of the stock and the inner construction of 
the chamber. The manager pointed out a 
chamber, but at the same time cautioned against 
opening it before morning, or at any rate to 
give it two or three more hours; but Mr. 


Ibotsen raised the latch, and as the sliding door. 


fellthe heavy gas-like water poured onus. I 
was suffering the latter stage of full catarrh, now 
known as hay fever, and the effect of inhaling 
the chlorine gas was so suffocating that it came 
near ending me. I was carried into the open 
air and pretty roughly handled to restore res-

Mr. Ibotsen and the manager \suiend from it. 
The next morning the latter.told me he had 
walked his room all night sipping new milk, 
his sovereign remedy. I then learned that to 
prevent such accidents on opening the chests, 
in cases that the gas had not been entirely ex- 
pended or neutralized in the bleaching process, 
a trough opening into the outer air, with gates 
or valves, was provided for each chest, and 
these were usually opened some time before 
dropping the doors to discharge the stock from 
the chests. This unfortunately had not been 
done, and we suffered in consequence, Mr. 
Ibotsen proposed connecting all these openings 
with a box trough and exhaust pan; I suggest- 
ed, instead, carrying the box trough at an acute 
angle into the water of the tail-race, with its 
lower end cut to the angle at which it entered 
the water, that I believed the suction of the 
rushing water, aided by the strong affinity of 
chlorine for the hydrogen of the water, would 
rapidly exhaust any chamber opened to it. I 
had the satisfaction long after of learning that 
this had been successfully adopted. 

On returning to London I found the letter 
from Mr. Delarue, and I took the evening 
stage-coach for Maidstone, Kent. The follow- 
ing morning proving pleasant, I walked out to 
the mill to deliver my letter and try my luck. 
The external appearance of the mill was 
rather forbidding; the windows of the main 
mill were small and high from the ground ; the 
mill yatd had one side protected by the mill, 
the other three by a high brick wall. The 
only entrance to it was by a high arched gate- 
way, with a small door in one of the folds. 
The extrance to the mill was through an entry 
passing the office, with windows and glass 
doors so arranged that no one could pass in or 
out without being seen. The mill-race flanked 
one side of the mill, passing the long one-story 
building in the rear, which the steam from its 
ventilators showed to be the machine-room. 
This moat-like mill-race, small windows and 
high yard-wall gave the appearance of a forti- 
fied place or jail. It was hard to realize it was 
a paper mill, so unlike our light, airy mills. In 
front of the mill was hitched a horse attached 
to a rather dilapidated gig; in the door-way 
stood a man who might be a stable boy watch- 
ing the horse or a sentinel guarding the en- 
trance. Of this man I inquired where I could 
find the master. With his thumb over his 
shoulder he pointed toward the office. In an 


outer one were two clerks ; one of them, in re- | 


ply to a similar inquiry, answered as the man 
at the door had—by a thumb pointed to a kind 
of inner office or box. I began to feel as if I 
was in a deaf and dumb asylum, but this feeling 
did not last long. The master sat at a desk 
that appeared to be covered with a confused 
mass of papers. He was a short, thick-set. 
shock-headed man, with a face disproportion- 


ately large for his head. As he turned ‘fon 
his desk he evidently took my dimensions from 
head to foot. There was that kind of forced smile 
on his face that seemed to ask, ‘‘ Have you 
come to order paper?” but not a word spoken. 
I handed him my letter of introduction, which 
he. opened, holding it in his left hand, alter- 
nately reading a few words and scanning me. 
As he read on his brows contracted, his flabby 
cheeks became taut, the muscles at the corners 
of his mouth twitched ; his shock head rocked 
from side to side, his right arm jerked with a 
kind of pawing motion, calling forcibly to mind 
a bull lashing himself into a dangerous rage. 
Suddenly, with a blow of the fist of his right 
hand, he crushed the letter into the palm of his 
left, and burst forth : 

“ What does Delarue mean by writing this to 
me, if he did write it? He knows as well as 
any man that I never admit strangers to my 
mill. I've told him so a hundred times, and 
now to send here and expect me to show my 
mill to (something that sounded like) a d——d 
Yankee.” 

In spite of disappointment, the disposition to 
laugh outright at the impotent passion the man 
had lashed himself into was almost irrepressi- 
ble. I stood a moment in hopes the froth and 
scum would boil over, but, seeing no indication, 
I said that if I had been made aware of his 
rules and regulations I should not have in- 
truded ; that I had visited many manufactories 
and heretofore had met with courtesy. I then 
added that on the way to his mill I had noticed 
crowds of people in hop fields, which was some- 
thing new to me, and if I could venture, without 
danger of being expelled or arrested for tres- 
pass, I should like to learn something of the 
management of a hop drop. He said : 

“You can go where you like, so it is outside 
of this mill,and the sooner you are off the 
better.” 

On this, as we say here in the West, I sloped. 
As I walked into the nearest hop field I tried 
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find them to do all that you claim.

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to make excuses for the man’s rudeness and in- 
solence, it being the first case of the kind I had 
met with in England. I had learned that the 
man had worked up from a hand in a paper 
mill to become a proprietor of a mill, mainly 
through -his skill in making with uniformity 
the beautiful neutral-tinted papers then the rage 
for the kind of work turned out by Dobbs and 
the Delarues. I had understood that this por- 
tion of the work was always done by himself, 
not communicating his secrets to anyone of his 
employees. This would account for his exclu- 
siveness—the dread of interlopers—but was no 
excuse for his insolence. 


Looking back toward the mill, I saw him get 
into the gig and drive off toward Maidstone, 
venting his passion through his whip on his 
horse, that he was urging on at a furious rate. 
The question with myself was, how far I would 
be justified in surreptitiously obtaining the in- 
formation I was in search of. By my under- 
standing with Mr. Ibotsen, if I found the pulp- 
dresser was anything likely to supplant his and 
my father’s, nothing further was to be done ; 
but if Crusty’s (as I must now call him) was an 
infringement on Ibotsen that could legally be 
enjoined and damages recovered, then our trade 
was to be consummated. By it Ibotsen was to 
pay all expenses of securing a patent, as intro- 
ducer, or to suppress my father’s, at his option ; 
to pay £200— 50 cash, the remainder in roy- 
alties as the machines were introduced, whether 
under the Ibotsen patent or my father’s plan. 


I felt that by spending a few days at Maid- 
stone I could make the acquaintance of some of 
the operatives in the machine-room, and by a 
little money in a social way get at the secret of 
the pulp-dresser. Such a thought would not 
have been entertained for a moment had I 
been treated with common civility in being re- 
fused admittance. 


While studying on this 1 again chanced to 
look toward the mill, and saw a plank thrown 
from a window of the machine-room across the 
mill-race, and a man with the conventional 
paper maker’s square cap on his head, cross on 
the plank and quickly run to a cottage near by. 
I hurried to intercept him as he would return, 
and was just in time to meet him as he came 
out of the cottage. Pointing to the mill, I 
asked him if he could tell me what that build- 
ing was. “A paper mill.” I then asked, “Do 
they make the long paper, in sheets, as they do 
in America?’ “Do you be an American?” 
“Yes.” “Did you ever happen to see John 
Hanlon? He is a paper maker, and he says in 
his letter that he works for Mr. Robinson, near 
Philadelphia.” “No, I have never met him ; 
but I know Mr. Robinson.” I said I had often 
seen them making sheets of paper in his mill. 
I took out my memorandum-book, asked the 
man his name, and offered to catry any mes- 
sage to his friend Hanlon, through Mr. Robin- 
son, whom I should certainly see on my return 
to America, This opened the flood-gates, and 
had there been time and I inclined to listen, I 
should have had a whole family genealogy, as 
well as that of the Hanlons, and how the man 
was saving every penny he could, and what he 
had laid by to take him and family to America. 
When I got a chance to get in a word, I asked 
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if he could tell me how long paper was made, 
and how the sheets were united so we could 
not discover the joints. “Why, bless you! 
they don’t make sheets on paper-molds at all. 
It is just a long wire web, sewed together at 
the ends, and it goes over rollers right along, 
and the stuff runs onto it, and it shakes both 
ways, just like the mold; and it goes along 
and the pulp is pressed on the felt by rollers ; 
and so on it goes to the steam-drying cylinders, 
and comes out paper—dry paper.” “How 
very curious! I should like so much to see 
it.” He said, “I would like to show it to you, 
and then you could tell John you had seen the 
machine I am boss of. But it would be all my 
place is worth, if the master found me out. He 
won't let anybody see anything in his mill. He 
is afraid they will steal his secrets. And to-day 
he is on the rampage; he has been cursing 
me, just because the color of the paper isa 
shade lighter than he intended, and I said it 
was not in the color he had put in, but in the 
new bleach he was trying; and the master 
don’t like anyone to know anything but him- 
self.” We were by this time at the plank over 
the race, and I noticed how nervously the man 
was watching the turns of the Maidstone road ; 
and I must confess to doing so myself. 


I thanked him for the information he had 
given as to how long paper was made. I 
handed him a half-dollar, telling him it was an 
American coin, given as a remembrancer of the 
American, who would certainly tell Hanlon 
that his friend was saving up to go to America. 
I then asked him if he had time to begin at the 
beginning and again tell me how the long paper 
was made ; that I had been greatly interested 
in what he had told me, and I should like to 
know if they sifted the rags after they were 
ground, like flour was sifted in the corn mills? 
Instead of answering he asked if I could 
walk that plank—it was not strong enough to 
carry two, or he could steady me. He had 
three men and four girls in his room. There 
was no danger of their telling on him, for he 
was their boss, and they all hated the master 
like poison ; but I could not stop over a minute 
or two, as the master might come back sooner 
than usual. He tripped over the plank and I fol- 
lowed, feeling almost as guilty as if committing 
a burglary. We walked by the dryers and ma- 
chine to the vat where the pulp-dresser was 
working. The man, paper maker-like, took up 
a handful of the dilute pulp, squeezed the water 
out of it, and handed it to me. I did the same, 
taking care that it was from the knot recepta- 
cle, for future examination.

Having seen all I wanted I was in haste to 
get out, hurried on a short cut through a hop 
field, and came out through a hedge-gate on to 
the public road about a quarter of a mile 
from the mill, just as Crusty passed on his 
return. 


The pulp-dresser was a decided infringement 
on Ibotsen’s patent, differing in being circular, 
with annular slits, instead of rectangular, with 
bars and straight slits. The screening was done 
by the same up-and-down jogging motion, pre- 
cisely by the same means as Ibotsen’s ; but it 
had in addition what was injurious instead of 
beneficial—an automatically revolving wiper to 
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clean the surface of the screen and carry the | 
knots into a receptacle, from which they were 
taken back to the beating-engine to be re- | 
ground, This constant brushing made rolls of | 
pulp and pressed fibres into the slits, clogging | 
the screenand requiring more frequent cleaning 
than the Ibotsen. 
I returned to London the same evening. Mr. 
Donkin was much amused at my description 
of my interview with Crusty, and gratified at 
the result of my venture. The arrangement 
that had mainly been made by his intervention 
with Ibotsen was carried out. After my return 
home I learned that the information gained 
and the sketch I had made showing the in- 
fringement had enabled such a presentation to 
be made that legal proceedings were avoided 
by Mr. Donkin replacing the machine I had 
seen with an Ibotsen. 

During about a week that I remained in 





London I had several very pleasant interviews 
with Mr. Donkin, all strengthening the opinion 
I have previously expressed—that he was the 
most advanced mechanical engineer of the time; 
and it is to his inventive ability, zeal and per- 
sistent application through a period of over 
thirty years that the world is indebted for the 
perfecting of the crude ideas of Robert and 
Didot, and producing the self-acting endless 
web paper-machine in such perfection by the 
year 1832 that in the fifty-four subsequent years 
no essential changes have been made, and now 
the great bulk of the paper of the world is 
produced on machines substantially as they 
came from his brain and hands at that early 
period.—A merican Machinist, 
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Foaming in Boilers. 





Foaming in steam-boilers may be attrib- 
uted to several causes. First, to the boiler not 
having a sufficient amount of steam room, so 
that when the valve opens to admit steam to 
the cylinder the pressure on the surface of the 
water is lessened, allowing the water to rise up 
from the bottom of the boiler and allowing the 
iron of the bottom of the boiler toburn. Second, 
foaming is sometimes caused by the foul con- 
dition of the boiler, but in such case it wiil be 
easy to discover the cause, as the water in the 
glass gauge will appear quite muddy. Third, 
foaming is caused by the presence of any sub- 
stance of a soapy or greasy nature in the water. 
But whatever may be the cause of foaming, it 
is always attended with great danger to the 
boiler and a certain amount of injury to the 
engine. In all cases where a boiler foams 
badly the water is lifted from the fire surface 
of the boiler and allows the iron to burn. Also 
the mud and water from the boiler are carried 
over with the steam to the cylinder, occupying 
the clearance between the piston and the head 
of the cylinder, not only destroying the surface 
of the cylinder by the grit and dirt, but in many 
cases causing the fracture of the cylinder-head. 
Remedies for foaming may be suggested as 
follows: First, keep the boiler clean ; second, 
use pure water ; third, have sufficient room for 
steam ; fourth, see that the steam-pipe is in 
proportion to the cylinder.—George Peller, in 
Wood and Iron. 
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Clay Chemically Considered. 
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Mention was made of some of the com- 
mon bleaching agents, and it should be borne 
in mind that the degree of strength does not 
indicate proportions, viz., 68° means strength, 
but the proportion of alkali would be nearly 
ninety-eight. Again, speaking of chlorine gas, 
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agent from the fact that the resulting white is 
not permanent, and that a very short ex- 
posure to the air or sunlight is sufficient to 
darken, and by some it is urged that the in-

| treating to a solution, boiling hot, of alkali, 


mention was made of chloride of nitrogen, | 


which is one of the most explosive compounds 
known, the chlorine combining with the nitro- 
gen to form NCl,, and should be carefully 
handled by intelligent persons. It is a very 
heavy liquid, but extremely dangerous, even 
as a laboratory reagent. This chlorine gas is 
really a strange substance, combining as it 
does with some of the non-metallic elements, 
such as phosphorus, sulphur, carbon and a few 
others, so that the composition of the clays 
and other substances used must of necessity 
be known before any satisfactory explanation 
of the action of the chlorine on the clay, &c., 
can be given. 

When gas meets these sub- 
stances it forms compounds of great interest ; 
for if we wish to impart tints to goods it is 
next to impossible to do so successfully until 
all extraneous colors have been removed and 
the fibre is a pure white. Of course if we 
had a fabric to bleach, repeated washing, dry- 
ing and exposure to the sun would do the 
work, but with paper this is out of the ques- 
tion. Hence the use of some form of chlorine, 
the technical working and nature of which it 
has been thought best to discuss in this con- 
nection, 

In order to ascertain the actual changes 
which ensue in bleaching paper pulp by the 
old-fashioned plans, it was found that those 
evenings when the dew was the heaviest the 
fibre was the hardest to bleach toa pure white, 
whereupon it was found that the surplus oxy- 
gen was the cause of it, and the theory of 
bleaching, as given in many manuals, is that 
the oxygen of the atmosphere combines wity 
the coloring matter in the fibre, forming a new 
substance soluble in water, added to which 
may be an alkali, and the colors are thus en- 
tirely absorbed or set free ; again, that it com- 
bines with the elements of the coloring matter, 
such as the carbon, &c., forming a gas, which 
escapes, or, with their hydrogen, forming wa- 
ter, leaving elements forming colorless sub- 
stances or substances soluble in some subse- 
quent treatment. 

In all probability the oxygen combines with 
the coloring matter direct, the result being a 
permanent colorless oxide. The water, how- 
ever, has other uses than a mere solvent in 
either bleaching or coloring fibre. The water 
itself, or one of its elements, as the case may 
be, must combine with the coloring substance 
producing a new combination soluble in sub- 
sequent water or a solution, for all know that 
light itself is a great help in nearly all bleach- 
ing processes, favoring, it is supposed, the 
theory of decomposition of the coloring mat- 
ter when brought in contact with the bleaching 
agent, 

Many object to chlorine as a bleaching 


chlorine 


This solution absorbs immense quantities of 
chlorine, and will give it up with some diffi- 
culty when wanted. 

The proposed new plan of alkali manufac- 
ture and the retention of the chloride of lime 
may do a great deal toward simplifying the 
bleaching processes. the chloride of lime 
(merely chlorine absorbed by the lime) being 
a good agent, made by merely exposing the 
calcium hydrate to the chlorine gas, the addi- 
tion of hydrogen rendering this power of ab- 
sorption much greater, but some impurities 
always remain. 

Chemists who are watching this new bleach 
very closely claim that the chloride of lime 
which the alkali will retain is not chlorine 
absorbed by the lime ; others, the majority, 
argue that it is not only absorbed and retained 
by the lime, but must be really combined with 
it during the process of making the alkali, 
forming one or more definite compounds, the 
general supposition being that hypochlorite of 
lime is formed, and that this salt, and its sub- 
sequent decomposition, will really accelerate 
the bleaching process. In any event this sup- 
position is being more firmly established every 
day so far as bleaching powder is concerned, 
and may be taken as expressing the true com- 
position of bleaching powder, which must be 
regarded as a definite salt of lime and hypo- 
chlorous acid, with calcic chloride and hydrate 
of lime, thus giving the symbol CaOClO4 
CaCi+CaOHO, universally recognized as 
being correct. 

Probably when the best chlorine lime is 
used for bleaching purposes there is not much 
over 25 per cent. of the chlorine (rarely, if 
ever, over 30) available, but poor results do 
not always indicate poor material, inasmuch 
as there are few articles more susceptible to 
rapid deterioration.

Having been asked what was meant by 
the statement that paper makers had made 
a profit of 142 per cent. for a period of 
years, I want to make it plainer.

Competition 
is very demoralizing, to be sure, and a cut 
here is apt to be followed by asnip there. Yet 
the mills seem to be wel! fixed with orders 
and goods are not piling up to an inordinate 
extent.

The World contract has been awarded 
at last. The call for proposals was first issued 


/on May 14, and has been ‘published pretty 


steadily since. The awards were made yes- 
terday, and the price is a shade lower than 
last year, so that the World will save a few 
thousand dollars on its paper bill. 


A daily commercial paper gives the 
following: ‘‘ Several cargoes of rags from 
Japan have lately been received at this port. 
These rags are of silk, linen and cotton, and 
are imported mainly for the New England 
paper manufacturers. The silk rags are in 
great demand and bring high prices. The 
bales, being composed of a mixture of fabrics 
of various bright colors, present an appear- 
ance which stamps them as of genuine Japan- 
ese origin. The Quarantine Commissioners 
have had the rags thoroughly disinfected.” 


So some of these rags are of silk! 


Well! Have paper makers using Japans been 


fully aware of the high quality of the stock? 


But then silk doesn’t really make good paper. 
The daily newspapers do get off some very 


funny things when they talk about trade 


matters. 


The statement that the “silk rags are 
in great demand and bring high prices” is, of 
course, bosh, They are worth fifty or sixty 


cents a hundred pounds.

The W. 0. Tyler Paper Company Failure. 


Some of the creditors of the W. O. 
Tyler Paper Company, Chicago, IIl., held a 
meeting on Wednesday at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. William Whiting was chosen chair- 
man, and Mr. Graham, of the International 
Trust Company, Boston, Mass., secretary. 

J. L. Rubel, assignee of the company, read a 
statement as follows: Liabilities—Indebted- 
ness of all kinds, $535,525.05; capital stock, 
$100,000 ; total, $635,525.05. Assets—Good ac- 
counts, $66,509.65 ; 10 per cent. of bad accounts, 
$18,477.94; inventory, $156,961.71; total, 
$241,957.30. Deficiency, $393,567.75. But 
of the $241,957.30 nominal assets, $100,000 
are covered by the bank judgment and col- 
laterals pledged, leaving net assets of $144,- 
957-27. The statement explained that the de- 
ficiency was made up as follows: Bad debts, 
$184,779.42; waxed paper, $11,156.06; over- 
drawn account, $11,588.77; Jeffrey Printing 
Company, $33,000 ; contingencies, $153,043.56. 

Mr. Wheelwright, of the G. W. Wheel- 
wright Paper Company, said that the bad 
debts were chiefly notes, and that the con- 
dition of the company in short was about as 
follows: Total available assets, $153,000; 
total indebtedness to be paid by same, 
$465,000. 

Mr. Whiting suggested that it would per- 
haps accomplish more if a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate and report. 

Mr. Wheelwright moved that a committee 
of five be appointed by the chair. 

The motion was adopted and the chair ap- 
pointed as such committee Messrs. Wheel- 
wright, of the George W. Wheelwright Paper 
Company ; Scott, of Vernon Brothers & Co.; 
Smith, of the Smith Paper Company ; Dickin- 
son, of the George R. Dickinson Paper Com- 
pany, and Adams, of the Winona Paper Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Smith asked to be excused, and said 
that he did not see what a committee could 
do, as it simply would have to take the state. 
ment of the assignee, which was already be- 
fore the meeting. — 

Mr. Whiting pressed Mr. Smith to remain 





on the committee, but finally that gentleman | 
positively declined.

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK —

Liverpool, 64 bs. rags, 264 old papers, 379 bs.

DOMESTIC RAGS,—There is a very fair 
demand in the domestic rag market. No. 2

Bleach 
has a tendency to higher figures, but the po- 
sition of the Boston market, where the range 
of prices has been lower, has had a restrain- 
ing influence on this market. There is a fair 
demand, but no sales of importance. Speak- 
ing of the Liverpool market, J. P. Brunner & 
Co. say: ‘‘ Fully 1,000 tons in softwood casks 
have been taken up this week by London 
buyers for prompt delivery at from £7 11s. 3d. 
to £7 12s. 6d. free on rails at makers’ works. 
This business has been put through in antici- 
pation of further requirements for sanitary 
purposes. The market stiffened on this ac- 
count, but is not quite as strong at the close, 
owing to resale parcels being offered on the 
market. Hardwood is in light request, but 
there is little offering and £7 17s. 6d. to £8 
are nearest quotations.” Buyers of Caustic 
Soda Ash, 48 per cent., still show a preference 
for small lots for immediate use. Stocks, 
however, are moderate, and, as holders are 
not forcing the issue, prices are steady.

Paper manufacturers who use rotary 
bleachers or digesters are often troubled by 
the passage of the bleaching liquid and of rags 
from the bleacher back toward the steam- 
boilers. Strange as it may appear, the use of 
check-valves in the pipes supplying steam to 
the digester is not sufficient to prevent this an- 
noyance. Rags will pass through check and 
reducing valves to boilers fifty feet away. 
They have been found tightly forced into the 
springs of the pressure gauges used to register 
the reduced pressure, thus rendering the 
gauge inoperative. They also frequently find 
their way into the safety-valve, even though it 
be placed on the top of a vertical pipe several 
feet high, and by rendering it inoperative in- 
troduce a grave element of danger. The use 
of any number of check-valves seems only to 
diminish the trouble, it does not prevent it. 

We would suggest as a remedy for the dif- 
ficulty the use of two stop-valves in the steam- 
supply pipe, one located between the reducing 
apparatus andthe boiler, and one between 
the reducing apparatus and the digester. When 
turning steam on to the digester, open the 
valve between steam-boiler and reducer first, 
let the reducer and the pipe beyond it fll up 
to the proper pressure, then open the valve 
between reducer and digester. When shutting 
off steam, shut the valve between reducer 
and digester frst, then the other one may be 
closed.— Locomotive.

Evaporating Soda in Belgium. 





Mr. Dessauer, of Aschaffenburg, has 
sent to the Union of German Wood Fibre 
Manufacturers a report of the visit which he 
paid to Mr. de Naeyer, at Willebroek, near 
Malines. He says: ‘‘ This very amiable gen- 
tleman may be considered as the largest pa- 
per-pulp manufacturer in the world, for im- 
mense quantities of wood, straw and ésparto 
are daily transformed, in some sixty rotary 
boilers, into cellulcse, by the so-called soda 
process. 

““As the alkaline solutions coming from 
straw and esparto boilings are very weak, Mr. 
de Naeyer uses them (they are only 3° or 4° 
Beaumé) only for feeding the boiler, after the 
fibres have been previously removed by a 
filter. A specially constructed feed pump 
takes up the solutions and forces them into an 
upper steam-boiler, from which all of the sedi- 
ment is blown off every few hours. Only 
pure solution gets into the pipes from this up- 
per boiler, and is there evaporated from 3° or 
4° to 10° or 12° Beaumé. 

‘‘The steam produced here might be used 
for driving a steam-engine, but it is utilized 
in the boilers for concentrating the solu- 
tion from 10° or 12° to 32° or 35° B. 

‘*The concentration of the solutions from 
10° to 32° or 35° is similar to what has been 
long in use in sugar making under the name of 
triple and quadruple effect. 

‘‘The apparatus essentially consists of six 
consecutive boilers, walled in, each having a 
worm-pipe system directly fed with steam (in 
De Naeyer’s it comes from the tubular boil- 
ers, which are supplied with lye). The steam 
is then partially condensed ; the heat which is 
imparted to the lye, which must still cover the 
top pipes of the worm, induces a further con-

The purposes of the furnace herewith 
illustrated and described are to effect a more 


complete combustion of fuel, thereby secur- | 


ing greater economy ot fuel, and, incidentally, 
the suppression of the smoke nuisance. The 


means taken to accomplish these desirable | 


results reside in certain modifications of the 
boiler furnace and setting and.of the manner 
of introducing air. The essential require- 
ments for obtaining the highest practicable 
heating effect from a given fuel, are that there 
shall be admitted to the fire chamber and 
combustion spaces sufficient air to furnish 
enough oxygen for the complete consumption 
of the carbon and hydrogen of the fuel, but 
nothing in excess of this amount; also that 
provision shall be made for the most inti-

“mate intermingling of the air with the fur- 


mace gases, that none may escape uncon- 
sumed ; and, further, that the hot furnace 
gases and combustion products arising there- 
from shall be kept, by the judicious construc- 
tion of the furnace, long enough in contact 
with the boiler shell and flues to part with as 
much of their heat as possible, and pass out 
of the chimney at the lowest practicable tem- 
perature. The more correctly these im- 
portant elements are understood and satisfied 
in the construction and setting of boiler fur- 
aces, the higher will be the economy in fuel 


The principal features of this invention con- 
sist in throwing a brick arch o¥er the fire-box, 
the crown of which supports one end of the 
boiler. Air is admitted to the gas-generating 
chamber thus formed through a series of ducts 
leading from the ash-pit to the spring of the 
arch over the fire and under the arch. The 
bridge wall is elongated by a brick flooring 
carried close to the boiler bottom nearly the 
whole of its length. 

By these devices, the air entering the com- 
bustion chamber is deflected downward on to 
the fuel, and mingling there intimately with 
the fuel gases, as these are generated, com- 
bines more or less perfectly with them as they 
pass forward over the bridge wall.

The quantity of air that may be admitted 
through the ducts into the combustion cham- 
ber will be determined by the size of the fur- 
nace and the nature of the fuel employed ; but 
it is easily seen that there need be no anxiety 
on the score of securing a sufficient air supply 
to effect a complete combustion and a smoke- 
less chimney. 

A dump grate is provided behind next to 
the bridge wall, and enables the fire to be 
cleaned with no discomfort to the operator.
